1954—This was the year—the year of spirit— 
the year of expansion—the year of change for 
Heidelberg College. All phases of campus life 
—scholastic, religious, athletic and social were 
dominated by these principles. To the one hun- 
dred and fifteen seniors this has been an 
important year, but it will also be a prominent 
year in the memories of all those now at 
Heidelberg. 
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In respect for his undying service and 
devotion to his Alma Mater, this Aurora is 
dedicated to the memory of Dr. George A. 
Stinchcomb. As professor of physics for 
thirty-one years, he will long be remembered 
by his students for his words of advice and 
patient ways, and by everyone at Heidelberg 


for his courage and wisdom. 


Like every year, 1953 holds its own special 
memories for Heidelbergers and for Americans in 
general. Although the year holds different mean- 
ings for everybody, many of the important and the 
notso-important events of this period recall mem- 
ories to anyone alive and young in 1953. Do you 
remember? The world seemed to move slowly 
from a stalemated war to a tense, shaky peace. 
With a short inaugural prayer, newly-elected 
President Eisenhower launched the first Republi- 
can administration in twenty years. Americans ac- 
quired a taste for pomp and splendor as they 
tuned their television sets to the Coronation in 
England, hopefully watching an attractive young 
mother usher in the new Elizabethan Age. The 
Coronation was enhanced by news that the high- 
est peak of Mount Everest had been reached by a 
British team of climbers. The achievements of 
another Englishman, Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, received the double honor of the be- 
stowing of knighthood on him and his receiving 
of the Nobel Prize in literature. The end of the 
Korean War was received with caution, but with 
quiet hope by a nation made sceptical by re- 
peatedly deadlocked peace conferences. Released 
prisoners of war returned to their loved ones 
bringing stories of ‘‘death march” atrocities and 
“brain washing” techniques. The American death 
toll for the Korean War was reported to reach 
nearly 30,000. The death of Stalin, followed by 
unmistakable signs of unrest behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, made the prospects for peace seem more like- 
ly than they had for several years previously. 1953 
also marked the passing of such familiar figures 
as Dowager Queen Mary of England, Senator 
Robert A. Taft, Justice Fred M. Vinson and General 
Wainwright of Corregidor fame. Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s investigations aroused heated contro- 
versy at home and abroad. A series of freak 
summer tornadoes even prompted agitation for 
congressional investigation of the weather. De- 
claring 1953 the most prosperous year in United 
States history, statesmen assured their public that 
the impending business recession would only 
prove to be a mild leveling off. Malenkov an- 
nounced to the world the claim that Soviet Russia 
now had the hydrogen bomb, thus ending the 
monopoly of this deadly weapon by the United 
States. Atomic spies Julius and Ethel Rosenberg 
were executed despite surprising pressure for their 
release. A twenty-one year old Polish pilot, 


Franciszek Jarecki, became the first to fly a Soviet 
MIG jet fighter into Allied hands. Color television 
was finally released for national consumption. 
With its future seriously threatened by the rampant 
growth in popularity of television, the motion 
picture industry loudly publicized its first releases 
in three-dimensional photography and in cinema- 
scope. Bypassing all these novelties, however, the 
New York Film Critics chose the realistic screen 
Verslonvol shrOne ereito Eternity ds tne best pic 
ture of 1953. Juke boxes and disk jockeys played 
“The Song from Moulon Rouge”, “You, You, You”, 
“I'm Walking Behind You” and ‘Ebb Tide”. People 
danced the Bunny Hop and did ridiculous parodies 
of the ‘Dragnet’ radio and television programs. 
Despite the continued popularity of Marilyn Mon- 
roe, calendar manufacturers startled the nation by 
announcing that religious and domestic scenes 
were replacing pin-ups as the top-selling calen- 
dars. In New York the Yankees won the World 
otyle- 
conscious young women experimented with the

new shaggy Italian haircuts. “Life’’ magazine re- 
ported that businessmen and congressmen were 
wearing shorts to hot summer conferences. Among 
the many celebrations held across Ohio to mark 
its sesquicentennial was the special Heidelberg 
May Day program. Governor Lausche visited the 
campus on this occasion to crown the student 
choice for May Queen. The new National Collegi- 
ate Athletic Association’s outlawing of the free 
substitution rule, resulting in the elimination of the 
two-platoon system in college football, was ac- 
cepted with reluctance at Heidelberg. The Student 
Council conducted a careful study of the college 
legislation booklet, Manual for Students, sub- 
mitting recommendations for revision. The Council 
also replaced the Hare system of elections with 
the preferential point system. The new integrated 
studies became a required part of the freshman 
program. Kilikilik columnists argued proposals 
for more student self-government, political parties 
in campus elections and changes in the pledging 
systems. Ground was broken for the new King 
Memorial Dormitory, estimated to cost $455,000. 
Heidelberg became one of the sixteen colleges in 
the United States winning a $14,000 grant from the 
Fund for the Advancement of Education for the 
purpose of instituting a self-examination program. 
On campus and off, 1953 was a year of landmark 


events.

Coach Paul Hoerneman and his charges 
opened the 1953 football season as defending 
Ohio Conference Champions. A 7-1-1 record 
wasn't quite good enough to retain the crown 
for them, but the record posted by the team is 
only significant of the ability that the “Fox” has 
shown year after year of overcoming almost 
insurmountable obstacles to produce a winning 
football team. His problems this year were 
perhaps, more so than in previous years. He 
had the twofold job of turning over from double 
platoon football to single platoon and finding 
replacements for the seventeen graduates who 
had given him a championship the year before. 
That he and his capable staff, Bill Gunlock and 
Marv Frye, succeeded in the task is quite evi- 
dent. 

On September 19, amidst a steady rain, the 
Fighting Princes got off to an inauspicious start, 
eking out a 6-0 win over Bluffton. It wasn't

Heidelberg in scoring position. From there 
fullback Bob Warren blasted over for the only 
tally of the evening. 

On successive Saturdays the Princes could 
do no more than muster a 12-12 tie with Mus- 
kingum, their arch rival, and suffer a heart- 
breaking 21-20 defeat at the hands of Ohio 
Wesleyan. 

Finally settling down to work, Hoerneman’s 
Princes beat Wittenberg for their second win of 
the year and started a string of victories that 
was to carry them undefeated through the re- 
mainder of the season. 

With freshman halfback Walt Livingston 
leading the scoring attack Heidelberg smoth- 
ered previously unbeaten Capital, 47-0. The 
Purple Raiders from Mount Union were the 
Homecoming Day opponents.

Morris Harvey, Bowling Green and Akron, in 
that order bowed before the “Foxmen” as they 
wound up the ‘53 season. 

Probably the most important factor responsi- 
ble for another successful year was the con- 
sistently terrific play of the unsung heroes on 
the line. Such men as All-Conference guard, 
Jerry Zimmerman; tackle, Jim O'Donnel; end, 
Walt Sagan; guard, Fred McGarvey and cen- 
ter, Lee Tyler combined to form an unyielding 
defensive wall. The fine job all the linemen 
did is a tribute to the patience and perseverance 
of Bill Gunlock who, in his first year at Heidel- 
berg, did a remarkable job. 

Backfield honors go to Walt Livingston who 
was acclaimed one of the finest freshmen backs 
in the state. In his initial year Livingston 
totaled 560 yards in 109 tries and 14 touch- 
downs. Other ballcarriers Dave Beard, Bill 
Demidovich, Roy King, Jack Peoples and Bob 
Warren also capably rushed for substantial 
gains.

Extra special honors go to three men whose 
names have been synonymous with football at 
Heidelberg for the last four years. Rugged 
Gene Amlin, All-Conference tackle and co- 
captain of this year’s squad, was outstanding 
at his position. Triple Threat Jim Lambert, who 
won All-Conference and All-State honors at his 
position at quarterback, threw 13 touchdown 
passes and scored two himself. His ability to 
run with the ball, punt and convert after a 
touchdown made him a constant threat to his 
opponents. 

Last comes Jack Murphy. Voted the Most 
Valuable Player on the squad, Murph never 
had a bad game. His aggressive style of play, 
his leadership, his extraordinary ability both 
on offense and defense made him a favorite 
with everyone on the squad. 

The final standings of the Ohio Conference 
showed Heidelberg in second place, but often 
times place standings do not relate the whole 
story. Statistically the Berg was far superior 
to any conference squad, topping the record 
book in both defensive and offensive play, 
while the overwhelming victory over Mid- 
American Bowling Green proved that Heidel- 
berg could successfully compete against 
schools many times its size.

With Coach Marv Frye in his initial year as fresh- 
man mentor, the Junior Princes went through a tough 
four game schedule posting a 0-4 record for their 
endeavors. The slate called for the annual home 
and away struggle with the Falcons from Bowling 
Green, an encounter with Toledo University’s year- 
lings and the traditional freshman-sophomore battle 
which officially ends Heidelberg’s football season. 

' Opening the freshman season, Toledo invaded 
Armstrong field to hand Heidelberg’s warriors their 
initial setback. In the second quarter the Princes 
traded touchdowns with the Rockets, but Toledo’s 
superior weight proved to be their undoing as the 
game came to-a 20-6 close. 

The next encounter was with Bowling Green. After 
a vicious first half which saw both teams hammer 
away at each other to no avail, the Falcons finally 
dented the chalkline for their first marker in the third 
quarter. Both teams pushed across a touchdown in 
the last quarter, but the Berg rally fell short and 
the game ended, 13-6. 


The return engagement with Bowling Green on 
the Falcon’'s field proved to be another battle. The 
final score read Bee Gee 14, Heidelberg 12: the 
extra points being the deciding factor. 

It was a bright, sunny afternoon for the annual 
tilt between the freshmen and sophomore forces. 
After a scoreless first stanza, which saw both teams 
repeatedly exchange punts, the experienced soph- 
omore team moved out in front, 6-0. The half ended 
without any further scoring by either side. In the 
third quarter the sophs slammed across another 
tally, added the P. A.T., and went into the final 
period leading the frosh, 13-0. It wasn’t until mid- 
way in the final quarter that the yearlings hit pay- 
dirt as fullback Jim Kramer blasted over for the 
only freshman score. The game ended on that 
note and another Frosh-Sophomore game went 
into the records. 

While the freshmen went through their season 
without tasting victory, their efforts were not in 
vain. The experience gained by these freshmen 
will be a valuable asset to Heidelberg in future 
years.

To be able to taste defeat graciously 
is as much a part of athletics as winning a con- 
test. The 1953-54 basketball season presented 
an example of the character and sportsmanship 
which is prevalent in all Heidelberg athletes. 

The victory bell in historic College Hall, which 
in the past has rung out so many times signify- 
ing another Heidelberg triumph, was heard only 
three times this season in eighteen games. Get 
ting off to a fine start with a 66-62 win over 
Bluffton on the night of December 8, the Heidel- 
berg Courtmen were not to win another contest 
until January 19 when they edged Hiram, 69-68. 
The third and last victory of the year came 
against Ohio Wesleyan when the Princes 
avenged one of their earlier season defeats, 
96-53. 

While the record posted by our cagers was 
far from impressive, the season was not without 
thrills. An outstanding example came in the 
second contest with Ohio Wesleyan. Trailing 
by four points going into the final frame, and 
with Wesleyan widening the gap as the period 
wore on, Coach Hoerneman put a whole new 
team into the game. The team caught fire and 
fought desperately, finally catching the Bishops

to tie the score. With less than a minute re- 
maining, freshman Harold Bergendorf dropped 
in the game clinching points and DeMont Spon- 
seller added a couple for insurance from the 
foul line. The hectic finish had the crowd on 
their feet as the final buzzer sounded. 

Ending his career on the hardwood for Heidel- 
berg was Jim Lambert who gave his all to the 
sport for four years. Winding up the season 
with 180 points, Lambert presented a constant 
scoring threat to the opposition, in addition to 
proving extremely valuable as a play-maker 
of the team. The leadership he showed and the 
confidence he gave to other teammates are 
more reasons why Jim Lambert will be hard 
to replace. 

Harry Groman copped scoring honors for the 
year, tallying 117 field goals and 52 gift tosses 
for a 286 point performance. Groman’'s big night 
came against Otterbein when he hit the meshes 
for 29 points which remained the season high 
for a Heidelberg player. 

Forward Dick Tennant was next in line for 
scoring honors with 46 field goals and 30 free 
throws for 122 points. Hot on his neck was 
Jack Meola who in 13 games meshed 121 
markers. Center Bruce Miller missed the 
charmed one hundred point circle by only six 
tallies and undoubtedly would have made it 
had the two cancelled games been played. 
Miller was one of the three players who par- 
ticipated in every game, the other two being 
Lambert and Groman. 


One distinctly bright ray in an otherwise 
dismal year was the fine showing of some very 
promising freshmen. Probably the most pleas- 
ing performance from the first year men came 
from DeMont Sponseller who displayed confi- 
dence, poise and a good shooting eye. Special- 
izing in a one hand push shot from outside the 
foul circle, Sponseller tallied 70 points in sixteen 
games. Another fine showing came from Walt 
Livingston who started the season playing jun- 
ior varsity ball, but within a short time was 
moved up to the varsity, where he participated 
in eleven games and netted 77 points. Round- 
ing out the freshmen crop were Roy Anderson, 
Harold Bergendorf, Frank Carrick, Joel Omlor 
and Dick Tyler. 

In spite of the poor record posted by the 
hoopsters one important thing was gained. That 
was experience. With only one senior on this 
year’s squad very little experience will be lost 
by graduation. With valuable experience, top 
flight coaching and that ever present desire to 
win found on all Heidelberg squads, we can be 
certain that the victory famine which was suf 
fered through this year will terminate in the 
near future; and our Men of the Hardwood will 
once again ‘our colors defend” triumphantly.

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Supplementing vigorous mental work with equally 
vigorous physical activity is the goal of the Women’s 
Recreation Association. Through the efforts of the 
organization and the work of Evelyn Levers, instructor 
in the physical education department, a schedule of 
competitive sports has been established spanning the 
entire year. 

In the competitive system of women’s sports the 
greatest excitement and enthusiasm is created by the 
intersociety softball tournament, won last year by the 
Phis. Bowling and basketball are conducted on an 
intercollegiate basis as well as between organized 
teams on campus. Remaining activities played by the 
organization include volleyball, badminton, shuffle- 
board, ping pong and tennis. By ushering and selling 
football programs the WRA earns money with which 
to finance their system of awards. 

A similar athletic program is provided for men 
through intersociety competition in football, basketball, 
volleyball and softball. The trophy, awarded on the 
basis of points accumulated throughout the season 
was regained by the Exes in 1953. 

As a new season opened in the fall of 1953 it was 
evident that the Exes would be hard pressed to retain 
the trophy. The Sigs again fielded their consistently 
good football team and went through the initial intra- 
mural sport of the year undefeated. 

With the completion of the basketball season the 
laurels went to the Exes who compiled a 5-1 record: 
their only defeat being to the runnerup Heids. These 
two teams also dominated the all-star basketball squad, 
the Exes receiving two positions and the Heids filling 
the remaining three. 

Through these sports, men not wishing to participate 
in varsity activities have an opportunity to enter athletic 
competition.

Although the courses were taught at night 
this year, it is expected that they will 
become a regular part of the curriculum in 
the future.
